We have visited the Jail and find 
fruin our investigation tlmt the same 
has been well kept and that the pris­ 
oners have been proi»erly cared for 
and furnished with pr«n»er foml. 


From our investigutiuu of violations 
of* the prohibition law, we find that 
there hu.s l>een a grejit deal of drunk* 
euuess caii.sed by the use «<f extraet.s, 
and we find that there are a great 
many menrhants and l»usiiu*ss i»eople 
who arc selling extracts for lejverag«* 
pui'iKK'ies, and wc rc.'«in.*clfully warn 
the hiislne.Ns ia*ople of tliis county 
who have hi'en engaged in the .sale 
of extracts f«>r l»everage purposes to 
refrain from such luuetiee^, and if 
this is not stopiHHl by tlie next Grand 
Jury we reeoimnend that the same be 
imestigate«l and indietiueiits ietun;««l

There was an ubnquitous medicina 
show*, heard and seen all around the 
square before it finally settled down 
permanently, drawing a crowd as any 
thing in the shape of a negro always 
doe.K in Comanche. 
It is remaricable 
a town so opposed to the actual pras- 
enc*e of the negro should be so eager 
t«i hear and see his representation. 
While the men talked crops 
and 
tradcKl. their wives Investigate«! the 
st«ep4 and did their fall shopiiing, 
cannilly. Iialaiicing the scales betwewi 
will he fraught with 
meaning 
for 
the liest grade of merchandise whidi 
they knew was the most economical 
ill the end and the lUKViSHity of making 
ends mf4*t, 
A seeming unhappy men­ 
tal oxen Ise that, but only seeming; be­ 
cause It Is just this necessary care 
in measuring values which keeps the 
“ml«l«ile class in all 
countries 
the 
ki'eiiest and best poised. 
Folks who 
never have to make choice. W'ho may 
any wish gratified without sacrificing 
some other wish, do miss something 
out of lif«*. 
H«»wever. then* are not 
enough of them—if any—in Coman­ 
che «ошВу t«> call forth from any 
would-lie idiilosophei: the sympathetic 
tear. 
Tlie necessity we have known 
familiarly for the past several years 
could, in fact, loosen up its tension 
quite a bit without our waking up 
some fine morning to find ourselves 
in the capitalistic class.
